Not British Sank Venezuelan Ships, is 


the Claim Made. 


London, Dec. 11—Viscount Cran- 


borne, parliamentary secretary to the

Cleveland, Dec. 11—It is officially an- 


nounced by a promeinent Lake Shore 
railroad official tnat the plans for a 
new union station for this city had 
jeen agreed upon. 


The location is some distance east 


of the present Union depot, and it will 
cost $5,000,000. -.It will b the joint 
property^of the Lake Shore, Big Four, 
Pennsylvania, Erie, B. & O., 
Weeling & Lake Erie. 


The 'building will form a part of the 


group plan of public- buildings arrang- 
ed for the lake front. The passenger 
trains will enter on a viaduct 40 feet 
high, which means the elevation of 
most of th» railroad tracks on. enterin; 
the city. The building -will be three 
stories, of steel and marble, attention 
being paid to architectural 
beauty. 


The freight trains will pass through 
the depot on the ground floor. 


The plans provide for stairways 


leading direct to desired trains for the 
passengers, and the only offices in, the 
building other than necessary ticket 
and telegraph offices will be the quar- 
ters of the PuIImaa company. Work 
of construction will begin, in a few 
months.
